The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The herein 
claimed method of treating a disorder of perception, concentration, learning and/or 
memory as a result of Alzheimer's disease or Parkinson' s disease by employing the 
compounds of Formula (I) is not taught or fairly suggested by the prior arts. Haning et 
al. teaches compounds that encompass the instant recited compounds of Formula (I) as 
useful in treating cerebrovascular disease. Therefore, no motivation is provided to 
employ the compounds in Haning for treating a disorder of perception, concentration, 
learning and/or memory as a result of Alzheimer's disease or Parkinson' s disease. 

Claims 13 and 14 are allowed.
